At the last confer- 
ence, in 1966, only 23° na- 
tions were cligible. 

But the increase in numbers, 
there has admittedly been 
some cooling of ardor. Britain, 
for example, has lost con- 
siderable enthusiasm — since 
realizing the Commonwealth's 
impotence in handling crises 
even within its own body — 
euch as the Indo-Pakistan war, 
the clash between Turks and 
Greeks and Cyprus, and the 
more recent bloody conflict be- 
tween Nigeria and Biafra. Brit- 
ain was also indignant over the 
Jashing criticism it received 
from African members when it 
refused to use miltary force to 
crush lan Smith's minority 
Government in Rhodesia. 

In addition, some in the La- 
bor Government in Britain are 
becoming increasingly con- 
vinced that the Commonwealth 
is little more than a millstone, 
preventing Britain’s entry into 
Europe. ~ 

Some critics of the Common: 
wealth fee] that it needs more 
power and direction to make it 
meaningful, It makes no uni- 
versal treatics, nor has it a 
common forcign or deferice 
policy. Any member can go to 
war with member or outside 
nation, and the others are not 
committed to intervene. Some 
belong to NATO,* some. to 
SEATO, others to neither.

They are counting on wealth- 
ier Commonwealth members to 
make up for cutbacks in aid 
programs in-the United States 
and Britain, Canada has prom- 
ised that its foreign aid by 
1970 will represent one per- 
cent of* its Gross National 
Product. 

And perhaps most of all, the 
other dominions are counting 
on Canada to provide leader- 
ship, the catalyst of change for 
the Commonwealth. It’s not 
without reason that there was 
pressure to make this site of the 
present conference not in Lon- 
don, but in Ottawa. Besides, it 
became obvious that everyone 
in London — the press and the 
public — was just plain curious 
to see whether Trudeau's char- 
ismatic magic would make as 
much impact. on the interna- 
tional scene’as it has in Cana- 
dian polifies.

Bg fallant h became 
shining likht of: Bess’s 
court, but his flame of power 
was extinguished in England 
by King James I, when Eliza- 
beth died. James beheaded Ra- 
leigh for treason, and hoped to 
end the practice of smoking by 
writing a book, “A Counter- 
blaste to Tobacco.” 

French settlers coming’ to 
the New World found Indians 
growing ‘tobacco on the shores 
of the St, Lawrence. Not to be 
outdone, the settlers took to 
growing their own, despite ev- 
ery effort by the French Gov- 


. ernment to discourage them. 


Finally, ‘in 1735, the govern- 
ment saw that repressive meas- 


’ | ures were hopeless, and with a 


err st 


Gallit shrug, permitted the set- 
tlers to export Canadian tobac- 


co to Europe. 
Tobacco became a_ status 
symbol. People - everywhere 


chewed it, sniffed it or inhaled 
‘it... and heaven knows how 
many men since went coughing 
and wheezing to their graves 
because of it. 

It is known how many Cana- 
dians died of lung cancer in 
the’ past few years, however. 
There was a total of 4,318 
lung cancer deaths in 1967, 
compared to 3,844 deaths in 
1966 . .. and only 207 in 
1931. 


And the pussyfooting about 
linking smoking. with cancer 
and heart disease has ended, 


j 


has openly stated that smoking 
causes 75 percent of all lung 
cancer deaths. Our Canadian 
counterpart estimates that 
smoking reduces life expectan- 
cy by as mifch as eight years, 
and Canadian Health Minister 
John Munro gue*ses that every 
cigarette puffed inte a smoker's 
lung knocks eight minutes 
from that smoker's life. 

Many a Canadian smoker 
was stunned by figures re- 
leased by the Federal Health 
Department revealing the tar 
and nicotine content #f his fa- 
vorite brand. Health Minister 
Munro announced that future 
anti-smoking “measures could 


_inelude the banning of all ciga- 


rette advertising, the printing 
of health warnings on-cigarette 
packages, tax hikes to discour- 
age cigarette buying, and maxi- 
mum levels on nicotine and 
tar. 

Recently a Juyenile. and 
Family Court Judge ‘called for 
a police crackdown on cigarette 
smokers under 16, stressing 
that nicotine was far more 
deadly than marijuana. He 
pointed out that under the 
Federal Tobacco Restraint Act. 
minors caught smoking and 
people caught selling tobacco 
to minors could be fined. 

Is it all doing any good? The 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
charted a downard trend in 
cigarette sales in the first 10 
months of the past year, cost- 
ing the Federal Treasury $1 
million a year in revenue... 
but that’s money well lost. 

And a growing number of 
personalities are scrambling to 
board the anti-cigarette band- 
wagon. Judy LaMarsh started 
it. when she was Health Minis- 
ter, and John Munro followed 
her example. Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson, a 50-cigarete-a- 
day man, also took the pledge. 

Oddly enough, it’s not affect- 
ing the people who really know 
most about the dangers of 
smoking. The National Cancer 
Institute estimates there is 
more heavy smoking among 
doctors than among the rest of 
the population, Institute fig- 
ures suggest that 32.0 percent 
of all doctors puff their way 
through more than 20 cigarettes 


a day, compared to the Cana- 


dian average of 9.9 percent.

FARM LEADERS FAVOR 


ONE BODY CONCEPT 


A conference of Ontario. farm 
leaders, called to study a special com- 
Cittee report on farm income, has | 
given cautious approval to foemation | 
of a single organization to represent 
all farmers. 

The proposol won the immediate | 

support of Agricultural Minister Wil- | 
liam Stewart. 

' Conference delegates, representing 
mainly the Ontario Federation of | 
‘Agriculture, and the Ontario Farmer's 
Union, had spent three days studying | 
the Challenge of Abundance, a 200- | 
page report 6n rural life in Ontario. ' 
The report was released two weeks | 
iago by a provincially-appointed com- 
i mittee after two years of investiga- | 
tion. rs ‘ 

Saturday, delegates supported a 
, proposal backing a single general 

‘farm organization — the only sug- 
‘gestion in the committee report the 
‘delegates acted upon. 

However, OFU delegates abstained 
from the vote, Their president, Wal- 
ter Miller, of Tara, Ontario, said this 
was only on principle. 

“The OFU always has supported a 
single farm organization’, he said. 
“But this is not a convention, it is a 
conference called to study the report 
of the income committee. 

“We were not given authority to 
make the decisions on policy matters 
for our membership. Delegates should 
not have been forced into taking a 
‘position at this time”. 

But the conference apparently felt 
otherwise, It supported the principle 
of a single organization and said it 
should be built on the structure pro- 
posed by the income committee. It 
asked the agriculture department to 
secure the legislation necessary to 
make the organization operative. 

Mr. Stewart ‘told the 360 dele- 
gates, who also represented marketing 
organizations, the provincial govern- 
ment and ‘businesses associated with 
farming, he will take the farmers’ re- 
quest. for provincial legislation to the

cabinet. 

He said if the cabinet approves, 
legislation will be introduced in the 
legislature session which starts next 
month, He said the endorsement of a 
new general 
“stood out loud and clear”. 

Mr. Stewart said he hopes the twa 
farm groups will reach agreement, as 
passing legislation ayould not impose 
a new organization on the farmers.

The other day I came across an interesting article’ 
about telephone calling in the old days. The article de- 
scribed how, in 1923, roller skates were introduced in one 
of our long distance centres for use by messengers carry- # 
ing pertinent information about long distance calls from 
what we called “recording” ¢o “line’ positions, At that 
time, a “recording” operator took down the details of a 
customer’s long distance call and then said, ‘We will call 
you back”. Another “liné” operator set up the connection 
and then telephoned the caller. Beginning in 1926, CLR 
(Combined Line and Recording) ensured that most calls 
were completed while the caller remained on the phone. 


Those days are a far cry from 1969 when you can pick 
up the phone in Madoc and call almost anywhere in just a 
matter of seconds.

There is nothing sinister, 
then, in refusing to support 
the treaty .. . but there is a 
considerable amount of danger. 
The more nations even capable 
of one day putting’ their 
fingers on a nuclear ‘trigger, 
the greater chance there is of a 
calamitous accident. This is 
particularly true in danger 
areas such as the Middle East, 
where it would take little in- 
deed to fan a local hotspot into 
a global thermonuclear holo- 
caust. es 

Late President John F. Ken- 
nedy recognized the danger in 
1963, when he warned: “I ask 
you to stop and° think for a 
moment what it would mean to 
have nuclear weapons in so 
‘many hands, in the hands of 


countries large and small, scat- 


tered throughout the world. - 

“There would be no rest for 
anyone then, no stability, no 
real security and no chance of 
effective disarmament. There 
would only be the increased 
chance of accidental war and 
in incseased, necessity for the 
great powers to involve them- 
selves in what otherwise would 
be local conflicts.” 

As a “near-nuclear’ power 
-— one capable of producing 
nuclear weapons if she chose 
to —- Canada ratified the trea- 
ty with the hope that other 
middle and small , powers 
would follow her example. For 
the safety of the world, it is 
particularly vital that all other 
near-nuclear nations be con- 
vinced to join, including but 
not limited to Israel. 

The non-proliferation treaty 
has weaknesses, such as its 
failure to draw nuclear super- 
power Red China into the 
agreement, but it’s better by 
far than just sitting around 
waiting for that inevitable, ul- 
timate A-bomb bang.

Such crushing taxes may force sale. 
or breakup of the Family Farm. 
With this sort of tax, how can the 
farmer pass the Family Farm to his 
aon? 

It is all very well to tell farmets 
to set up family corporations or to 


make their sons partners as soon as 


possible, but this just doesn’t hap- 
pen. Many farmers are reluctant to 
give all or part of their farms to their 
sons at 21 or 30 or 40. What will hap- 
pen to the father? What if the son, 
soon decides to give up farming or} 
marries a wife who will not stay on 
the farm? What if the son is imprac- 
tical or unsuccessful? What if a 
“generation gap” dispute developes 7? 
‘The farmer, understandably, hesitates 
te turn the farm over and in fact if 
he does he is immediately subject to 
gift tax. 
‘The farmers’ sons usually go along 
with the arrangement and contribute 
their labour, often at low rates, on 
assurrance of inheritance. They spend 
the best years of their lives building 
wp the family business. Now it may

There may be still further answers,

be imposed without considering the

The Quinte district could house 
Canada’s first wholly-planned com- 
munity — and a basic formula for its 
establishment already exists. 

The concept of a new-age urban 
beauty spot is the surprise twin in a 
Quinte-boosting brief bidding for a 
future international jetport on Lake 
Ontario and presented federal au- 
thorities in Ottawa this week. 

Location of a new city along Trent 
River would be a natural sequel to 
local siting of the air terminal 
claims the document, sponséred by the 
Prince Edward-Hastings Liberal As- 
sociation. 

The proposal envisions a.eity north 


bordering the Trent River. 

Among other benefits, it would pro- 
vide spacious living for the work 
forces that would follow the settle- 


port. 

The proposal is not ¢0 radical as 
it might appear. It also is finely 
timed. 

A new, totally-planned city recently 
was revealed as a pet project of one 
of the most practical driving forces 
in the federal cabinet — transport 


minister Paul Hellyer. 


Aesthetically, the local Liberal for- 


mula fits the ideals of such a plan. | 
es of The Trent River is one of Ontario’s interests so that no one group or in 


beauty spots. 
Economically, it is centrally sited

The brief locates the new communi;
